Reds Borrow Plates? Print 
U. S. Money 4By the Bale'

WASHINGTON—«P>—Sen. Mundt (R-SD) said today he has ordered 


a new investigation of how the Russians were able to use plates bor- 
rowed from the U. S. government to "print money by the bale" which 
this country had to redeem. 


Mundt said prior inquiries have 


established that "someone in the 
government" lent occupation cur- 
rency plates to Russia in 1945, 
but that no one has ever develop- 
ed the inside story of how it was 
engineered. 


The senator, who has been in 


charge of the inquiry for the Sen- 
ate investigations subcommittee, 
said he plans a thorough grilling 
of past and present officials of the 
International Monetary Fund about 
the loan to Russia of printing 
plates to produce "occupation cur- 
rency" for the Allied forces in 
Europe during and after World 
War II.

Wis), chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, 
said

questioning of Frank Coc.

To U.S. 


Dangers Told 
By Speaker at 
Commencement 


The commencement au- 


dience and students were told 
last night that a threat great 
er than communism or de- 
struction by the atom bomb 
is before the nation today. 


Dr. Kenneth Kance, professor of 


speech and assistant dean of the 
school of speech at Northwestern 
university, defined that threat as 
mass "frustration" afflicting the 
nation's citizens and their neglect 
to take advantage of the "basic 
privileges" their democracy af- 
fords them. 


"This two-pronged threat is less 


obvious but more terrifying than 
communism or the atom bomb," he 
declared. 


"We are wavering between an- 


archy and dictatorship as a result. 
We are in the center now, but we 
could move from center to anarchy 
as every person 
becomes con- 


cerned only with his own welfare 
through uncertain, frustrated un- 
stable values." 


Dr. Hance found evidence of the 


frustration of which he spoke in 
surveys which he said showed that 
one out of every five persons need- 
ing hospitalization are not physical- 
ly ill but mentally ill. 


He declared that the "fact that 


it is a miracle if we get 50 per 
cent" of our eligible voters to the 
polls in a public election testifies 
to the neglect present in observing 
the basic privileges democracy af- 
fords. 


Follows Anarchy 


He saw a dictatorship immediate- 


ly following anarchy. He asserted 
that anarchy — where there is no 
concentrated rule — has always 
been succeeded by a swing to the 
single command of any man who 
shows himself powerful enough to 
rule as a dictator. 


He said: 
"I have used the theme tonight 


of "Minute Men of 1953" that you 
may recognize this problem and 
may sound the warning and lead 
the way to save our freedom." 


The warning has been spread and 


the freedom saved before, he ex- 
plained. He referred to the years

SPRINGFIELD, 111., <#)— 


Illinois state police seized 70 
slot machines in Christian and 
Macoupin counties Friday 
night in thtir first anti-gam- 
bling raid under Governor 
Stratton. 


State Police C h i e f Phil M. 


Brown, who directed the opera- 
tion, said a third target in the 
strike— Stratton's home county of 
Grundy— yielded no results. 


About 50 officers divided into 


three raiding parties went after 
"open, flagrant cases of gam- 
bling" in 95 taverns, filling sta- 
tions, cafes and similar places, 
Brown said. 
No arrests were 


made.

In Christian County, Taylorville 


and smaller 
communities were 


visited. The haul was 33 one armed 
slot machines, 65 console type de- 
vices, four dice tables, 45 to 50 
punch boards and two jars of pool 
tickets. 


In 
Macoupin County, 
officers 


picked up 68 one armed machines, 
four consoles, three dice tables, 
one ticket jar and $25 in cash 
taken off a dice table. 


The raids were synchronized for 


10:30 p.m. (CDT) Brown said. 


Use of the state police against

82 Saved After Tankers • 
Collide in Delaware Bay 


WILMINGTON, Del., W)—One of America's largest seagoing tank 


ships was sliced in two early today in a collision with another giant oil 
carrier in Delaware bay. Eighty-two crewmen, of 86 aboard the two 
ships that burst quickly into flames, leaped into the water or boarded 
lifeboats and were rescued. 


The Red Cross listed Joseph 


Donnelly, 45, of Marcus Hook, Pa., 
as the only man known dead. He 
was a cre\vman making his first 
trip. 


Three men are missing, the Red 


Cross said. 


The bow of the tanker Phoenix 


sank to the muddy bottom of the 
Delaware River 40 miles south of 
Philadelphia. Still flaming at dawn, 
the ship lay a blackened and 
charred hulk a few hundcrd yards 
from the New Jersey shore. 


Only a few years old, the Phoenix 


had a capacity of nine million gal- 
lons of petroleum products and 
when she was launched was the 
nation's largest. 


A shiplength or two away, the 


11,081-ton tanker Pan Massachu- 
setts burned fiercely. 
Her main 


deck had sunk almost to the water 
level and her keel was on or close 
to the bottom. 


The ships, costing several million 


dollars each, appeared to be com- 


plete wrecks. Both were owned and 
operated by the National Bulk 
Company of New York. 


The collision at 10:16 p.m. CST, 


Friday night appeared to have re- 
sulted from a mixup in signals be- 
tween the two ships moving in op- 
posite directions, survivors said. 


It was a warm, clear summer 


night on the river. 


The high rescue percentage was 


a tribute to a night of heroic work 
by the Coast Guard and residents 
and volunteer groups on both sides 
of the river-bay that leads from the 
port of Philadelphia to the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


Summoned by flame-lit 
skies, 


many persons manned small boats 
to cruise as close as possible to 
the wrecks, picking up swimming 
sailors. Some crewmen swam to 
shore on each side of the river, 
were picked up by watchers there 
and bundled off to hospitals.

Harvest Vegetables Young 
For Top Table Qualities 


Sow 7-foot row of radishes every week and eat them 


young anil crisp. 


Amateur gardeners alone "can 


tnjoy the luxury of young vegeta- 
bles. 
They cannot be found in 


the markets because buyers pre- 
fer big ones, and the young vege- 
tables do not keep well. 


By picking vegetables as soon 


as they are large enough to serve, 
which may mean when half grown, 
the amateur prolongs the harvest, 
and learns about delicious flavor 
which cannot be preserved. 


Until it reaches full maturity the 


best place for any vegetable is 
growing in the garden rather than 
frozen, or in a refrigerator. 
But 


those that grow fast, especially, 
should be harvested 
before 
full 


maturity, because after that point 
they begin to deteriote. Timing is 
the secret of enjoying quality from 
your garden. 


Pick radishes before they turn 


pithy. Carrots as large as your 
little finger make a dish long re- 
membered, 
Beets just forming, 


cooked with their leaves, are de- 
licious. 
If you pick snap beans 


before seed have begun to show in 
the pods, they are at the top of 
tenderness 
and flavor, and the 


bushes will keep bearing -until 
Insects or disease kills them. 


While 
parsnips 
retain 
their 


quality 
even 
after the ground 


freezes, they are delicious when 
very young. All summer squash, 
including the zucchini, cocozelle 
and Turk's cap varieties, are at 
their best when only a few days 
old; and if these young fruits are 
kept picked off. the plant will pro- 
duce almost as much in weight as 
when fruits are allowed to reach 
lull maturity. 


There is a certain point when 


peas reach- the height of their 
sweetness, and the gardener who 
has learned to know the signs, 
and harvests peas to be cooked 
within an hour, will frast upon a 
dish 
of lare 
perfection. 
Sweet 


corn has a similar peak of per- 
fection, which gardeners leain to 
recognize. 
Both these vegetables 


begin to lose flavor within a few 
minutes after they are picked, due 
to their sugar changing to starch. 


Leaf vegetables should not be 


allowed to grow old. Swiss chard, 
which will keep producing edible 
leaves all summer if the old ones 
are picked off. is commonly al- 
lowed to grow too large. 
Never 


let the leaves grow longer than 10 


inches; when they grow larger, 
cut them off and throw away, to 
encourage tender new ones that 
replace them. New Zealaricl spin- 
nach. another all-summer green, 
makes huge bushes, but only the 
tips of the stem should be cut off 
for cooking. 
A few plants will 


supply the family, because new 
and tender tips will constantly be 
formed. 


In contrast to all these, toma- 


toes should be allowed to stay on 
the home garden plants longer 
than they do on the commercial 
grower's, because they are picked 
for the market 
before they are 


ripe. The flavor of a vine ripened 
fruit is far superior.

past year's dirt, you can help 
make your home firesafe by elimi- 
nating danger spots wheie fire is 
most likely to strike. 


So add a large metal wastebas- 


kct to your cleaning equipment — 
and empty it often. In other words, 
don't just shift things from one 
place to another — throw them 


This applies especially to 


piles of newspapers, oily rags and 
other combustile rubbish in your 
yard and garage, and in every 
room and closet in your home 
from attic to cellar. Besides being 
a safety measure, you'll find it's 
a time saver, too: a tidy house is 
easier to keep clean. 


While you're throwning t h i n g s 


away, be sure you also get rid of 
gasoline, benzine or other explo- 
sive liquids—if you're fool-hardy 
enough to have "any around the 
house. 


Now you're ready for a little 


inspection tour, to round out the 
job. Look over your electrical ap- 
pliances to be sure they are in 
good working order, and that there 
are no frayed coids or wires.

Now, however, you've gotten into 


Hie full swing of the do-it-yourself 
trend and your tools aren't what 
they used to be. Neither is your 
work. Your plane slips and gouges, 
your'chisels won't chisel and your 
luger bits won't auger—to coin a 
vet b. 


So you want to sharpen up, but 


you don't know how. 


Let's start with the plane. Next 


to the saw it's very likely the most 
important single tool. To sharpen 
t you need a little skill, only two 
oilstones—course ar.d fine—and a 
:-an of oil. Saw sharpening, on the 
other hand, takes a higher degree 
of skill and some tools you prob'- 
ibly don't have or don't care to 
buy. 
Saws are best sharpened by 


a professional. 


First off, square up the cutting 


edge of the plane blade by hold- 
ng it vertically on the course stone 
ind passing it back and forth. 
Bear down hardest on the side 
hat needs to be taken down. 


Use a little light machine oil 


liluted with an equal amount of 
icrosene on the stone in all th^ 
harpemng operations. 
Next, stone the face of the plane 


blade to remove tool marks or 
rough spots. These depressions in 
the face make a true edge impos- 
sible unless removed. Use an oval 
movement with the blade's face 


ty of oil. 


Now stone the bevel on the un- 


derside of the blade, being careful 
to maintain it at the original angle, 
or at such an angle that only the 
cutting edge souches the'wood you 
plane. 
Start with a course stone 


and finish with the fine. 
Use a 


continuous "figure-8" or oval move- 
ment. 


Soon you'll achieve what is called 


a "wire edge," an indication that 
the job is nearly done. You have 
only to remove the wire edge—the 
very edge of the blade, which has 
been stoned down so far that it 
bends away from the stone and re- 
fuses to be stoned* off. 


To break the wire edge, run it 


across a piece of hardwood once 
or twice. Don't try to stone it off. 


Last, you stone the bevel at the 


Very tip of the blade. 
Put the 


blade bevel flat on a fine stone, 
raise the heel of it slightly, hold 
the blade rigid and use the fig- 
ure-8 motion on the oiled stone.

Your chisel can be sharpened in 


exactly the same manner. 
To 


sharpen auger bits, an auger-bit 
file or stone can be used. 


Stone or file the upper side of 


a bit's cutting edges, retaining the 
original bevel. Stone the opposite 
side of the bevel just enough to re- 
move any burr, then stone or file 
the small spurs that sctfVe the wood 
in advance of the cutting edges.

WASHINGTON—One of the first orders issued by Secretary of State 


John Foster Dulles after he took office was Hat fewer state department 
messages should be sent by cable and more should be sent by alrgram. 
Following: up on this economy move, stiffer orders have gone out to 
restrict the number of overseas telephone calls.

called to old regulations which forbid the use of office telephones for 
personal calls.

MONITORS FIND TROUBLE

variety of electric devices and from boys who build transmitters from 
war surplus or spare parts. These amateurs go on the air with the 
io>a that their operation is too localized to cause interference. This is a 
mistaken notion, says FCC, because weak signals sometimes skip-jump 
for great distances to play hob with authorized radio communication. 


In one case an electric glue drier used by a furniture factory in 


Pennsylvania was found to be interfering with aircraft radio on the west 
coast. 2,000 miles away. In another case a small homemade record 
player disrupted broadcast reception within 15 miles and annoyed many 
listeners in a 500-mile radius. 
Blotting out nn aviation channel was 


traced to a heating pad. 
NAVY ECONOMIES 


Navy department has had inspection teams in its two largest naval 


districts, at New York and San Diego, trying to find where money was 
being spent that didn't contribute to combat effectiveness. One of the 
first discoveries was that nearly 30 per cent of all storage space was 
taken up with surplus materials for which there is no longer any use. 


The old navy rule of thumb is that there must be nine months' re- 


serve supply of everything on hand. This went for even such things as 
hammers. An order has gone out now to cut down on stores wherever 
money can be saved without impairing striking power. 


Of the $1.65 billion cut in the navy budget for next year-from $11 3 


billion to $9.65 billion-it is estimated that about half came from econo- 
mies.

Navy Secretary Robert B. Anderson revealed to the senate military 


affairs committee that naval aviation was woefully weak on jet aircraft 
Out of the nearly 10.000 operational navy planes, only 1600 are modern 
jet aircraft. 
This ratio will be more than doubled in the next year and 
a half. 


While this modernization is going on, navy and marine operational 


aircraft will be cut back 200 planes this year and 500 the year after Navy 
aircraft procurement has been cut back from an estimated $3.2 billion 
for the year ending June 30, to $1.9 billion for the 12 months following 
This will let the navy order only about 500 new planes 


The explanation given is that the navy couldn't fly more planes 


even if it had them. It lacks money, gas and personnel. While there ha< 
been a great to-do over air force cutbacks, nobody seems to be in there 
lighting for a stronger naval air arm.

Tennessee Judge Writes Newspaper Threatening Letter 
Then Vindicates Himself by Own Decision, I'egler Says 


The editors of the Nashville Tennessean have had a fight with 


Elmer D. Davies, judge of the United States court for the district of 
middle Tennessee, who wrote the paper a nasty, threatening letter and 
then vindicated himself by his own decision in his own court. Few of 
us were familiar with the character and conduct of the federal judi 
ciary prior to the packing of the bench by the Roosevelt-Truman ad- 
ministration with political devotees of the Democratic party and weak 
Republicans. 
My own opinion, and I dare say the opinion of most 


of the laiety, as of then was. however, that the federal judiciary were, 


subject to exceptions, which were few and spec- 
tacular, miusiudly high-grade men in three essen- 
tials, character, morals and education. This esteem 
certainly has not been maintained by the new 
bench and, in this case. Judge Davies' letter to 
the editor of the Tennessean smacked more of the 
anger of a roadside J. P. presiding over a speed- 
trap than of the federal judicidry as it should be. 


The spat arose over a command by the judge 


to a witness who was a Negro to wear a coat to 
cover his shirt when he was on the stand. The in- 
cident occurred last July when Nashville was hav- 
ing hot weather and the paper took the court to 


task because, it said, the witness had to travel home to Murfreesboro, 
borrow a coat and return the next day. 


Davies promptly wrote a letter to the editor threatening to teach 


him a lesson by directing the clerk of the court to put the names of 
"your editors," presumably all of them, into the jury box for the next 
term. The tone of the letter was undignified and spiteful and Elisha 
Hanson, chief counsel of the American Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion, who went down from Washington to argue a motion to dismiss 
one summons for grand jury duty, gpt the rough side of an autocrat's 
tongue and lost out. The judge crawled, however, to the extent of de- 
nying that this threat had actually been carried out. The public was 
asked to believe that mere coincidence governed the calling of Cole- 
man Harwell, editor, and John II. Nye. associate editor, for the grand 
ind petit juries, respectively, after the letter was published. The pub- 
ic is not required so to believe, however. 
Davies wrote: "It is unfortunate

Tablets and capsules have a 
much longer dating. They are of- 
ten given for respiratory 
infec- 


tions, and they may be no good 
when the patient gets another cold 
or sore throat a few months la- 
ter. Such pills are not dangerous 
to take when they are old, but 
taking them can delay prompt, 
effective treatment. 


Nose drops frequently discolor 


and accumulate mold from >pne 
year to the next and become unfit 
foi\ use. 


In short, there are so many sen- 


sitive drugs in common use that 
the only safe practice is to dis- 
card all old prescribed medicines.

The faith needed, he contended, 


is the conviction that there is bas- 
ic goodness* in the universe and its 
people. He cited the attitudes of 
Moses,-Jesus, St. Augustine. Lin- 
coln and Susan B. Anthony as ex- 
amples of that faith. 


Attention to the welfare of others 


will eliminate the frustration and 
resultant anarchy that comes with 
concern only for one's self, Dr. 
Hance said. 


He did not elaborate on integ- 


rity. But he declared that citizens 
must display enough interest to 
learn the facts, of national and in- 
ternational problems and then re- 
gister their decision by going to 
the polls if they are to assume the 
personal responsibility for the wel- 
fare of this nation that is needed. 


Pays Tribute 


Earlier in his talk, Dr. Hance 


paid tribute to the interest in edu- 
cation which he said he had found 
in Dixon in the few hours he had 
been here. 


"Your newspaper here is a pub- 


lic testimonial to that interest," 
he said. "I found one whole sec- 
tion of it devoted to education 
when I bought an issue this after- 
noon." 


"Do you realize," he asked, "that 


perhaps only five or ten communi- 
ties in the United States display 
enough interest in education to 
warrant a section on it as pub- 
lished here."

Across the world, Princess Eliz- 


abeth and the Duke of Edinburgh 
were spending the night in the 
picturesque Treetops, a four-room 
hotel some distance from 
their 


Royal Lodge, which is built in a 
giant fir tiee overlooking a water- 
hole so that its vibitors may ob- 
serve animals by night. 


The Princess arrived wearing a 


bush shut and brown slacks, and 
was afforded a magmlicent spec- 
'acle ot the big game of Kenya. 
When she ailived at the beginning 
of the forest trail she heard that 
no less than 40 elephants were 
gathered around Treetops. 
And 


later when she ai rived at her 
"hotel" she was asked to climb the 
ladder slowly so as not to disturb 
one elephant who was by a pool 
only 10 yards away. 
Thirty-five 


elephants and 11 calves appeared 
while the Royal party were having 
tea, and after dusk eight rhinos 
were spotted. 


It was around midnight when 


the Princess retired. 


After breakfast next day she de- 


layed her return to the Royal 
Lodge for an hour, enjoying the 
frrst sunlit moments of the Afri- 
can morning, amusedly watching 
the antics of a family of baboons 
which had climbed to the Treetops 
windows and were grabbing slices 
of sweet potato laid on the sills. 
Then she and the Duke set off for 
the Royal Lodge, unaware of the 
terrible news which awaited them.

On that moining of Feb. 6 there 


was silence m the King's bedroom 


at Sandringham. His valet, enter- 
ing with his usual cup of tea, 
could not rouse him. Beside his 
bed, 
its bookmarker set, lay the 


book the King had been reading 
when he fell asleep some time be- 
fore midnight. 


At 10:J5 a.m. the news of his 


death was announced. 


And in one of his most moving 


broadcasts, Mr. Churchill revealec 
that the King had known that from 


day to day his life hung by a 
thread: 


"The King walked with death as 
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if death were a companion, an ac- 
quaintance whom he 
recognized 


and did not fear. 


"In the end death came as a 


friend, and, after a happy day of 
sunshine and sport, after 'Good 
night' to those who had loved him 
best, he fell asleep as every man 
or woman who strives to fear God 
and nothing else may hope to do."
